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Sir: 



The Examiner stated in the Reasons for Allowance that the references fail 



to anticipate or render obvious: 

a charge characteristic compensating circuit for a liquid crystal display 
panel including a plurality of liquid crystal cells arranged at each intersection 
between data lines and gate lines to control a light transmissivity in response to 
data signals from the data lines, and a plurality of switching devices for switching 
the data signals to be applied from the data lines to the liquid crystal cells in 
response to signals on the gate lines, the circuit comprising: 

a voltage supply for generating a gate voltage required for the gate lines; 
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a gate line driver for applying the gate voltage from the voltage supply to the 
gate lines to drive the gate lines; and 

a current controller for responding to a change in the ambient 
temperature to change an amount of current of the gate voltage to be applied 
from the voltage supply to the gate line driver, thereby changing width of a 
current path from the data line to the liquid crystal cell. 

This paragraph was taken from claim 1 and Applicant agrees that the 
combination of limitations described in that paragraph indeed overcome the 
references. However, claim 6, which is the only other allowed independent 
claim is different from claim 1 in that the current controller responds to a 
change in the ambient temperature to change a voltage level of the gate voltage, 
rather than an amount of current of the gate voltage. This difference is found 
in line 9 of the paragraph recited in the Reasons for Allowance. This paragraph 
is not described in claim 6 due to the difference noted above and accordingly, 
Applicant submits that the reasons for allowance should either include a 
second paragraph mirroring claim 6 or that line 9 of the existing paragraph 
should be changed to read "change an amount of current of the gate voltage or 
to change a voltage level of the gate voltage." 

Applicant requests that the reasons for allowability be changed as 
indicated.
